Biliteracy,  a  challenge  that  is  being  met! 

The  new  Elementary  biliteracy  programme  celebrates  its  first  year.

Biliteracy:  a  new  educational 
challenge  that  we  launched  a  year  ago. 
How  did  we  manage  this  important 
change  in  our  curriculum,  and  what  are 
the  important  questions  which  need  to 
be  addressed  at  the  end 
of  this  first  year?  Let  me 
start  by  revisiting  the 
context  in  which  this 
change  occurred  and  the 
major  components  of 
our  biliteracy 
programme. 

Our  desire  to  offer  a 
biliterate  programme 
was  triggered  by  three 
factors.  In  a  global  world 
perspective,  language 
skills  are  essential; 
therefore,  it  became 
imperative  for  Selwyn 
House  to  offer  at  least 
two  strong  language 
programmes  to  prepare 

students  for  a  life  in  Elliot  Burrows.  lA. 

Quebec  and  beyond. 
The  second  factor  is 
closely  linked  to  our  changing  clientele. 
More  children  come  from  bilingual 
families  who  want  to  offer  a  bilingual 
education  to  their  sons.  The  third 
factor  takes  into  consideration  our 
French  programme.  For  a  new  student 
entering  Selwyn  House,  the  challenge 
of  oral  competency  is  undertaken  at  an 
early  stage  in  his  schooling,  since  he 
will  join  our  French  Immersion 
Kindergarten,  "la  maternelle".  Since  the 
challenge  of  communication  lies  not 
only  at  the  oral  level  but  at  the  written 
and  reading  level  as  well,  our  biliteracy 
programme  offers  the  opportunity  to 
develop  a  solid  foundation  in  reading 
and  writing  skills  in  both  English  and 
French.  The  unique  characteristic  of 
the  Selwyn  House  biliteracy  program 
resides  in  the  fact  that  we  allocate  the 
same  amount  of  instructional  time  to 


both  English  language  arts  and  French 
all  through  the  elementar\'  school  years. 
As  well,  we  have  other  subjects  that 
sustain  the  learning  of  both  languages 
such  as  social  sciences  and  arts  in 


English,  and  science  and  music  in 
French. 

The  1998-99  academic  year  has 
seen  some  of  these  changes 
implemented.  For  instance,  at  the 
Grade  1  level,  students  have  learned  the 
basic  reading  and  writing  skills  in  both 
French  and  English.  The 
complementarity  of  the  two  approaches 
promotes  a  stronger  base.  The  fact  that 
students  are  transferring  reading  and 
writing  strategies  from  one  language  to 
another  brings  a  positive  element  to 
their  learning. 

At  the  older  grades,  there  has  been  a 
subde  shift  to  introduce  more 
grammatical  elements  into  the  French 
curriculum.  For  instance,  the  parts  of  a 
sentence,  or  the  distinction  between 
noun,  verb,  and  adjectives,  are 
introduced  in  Grade  3.  There  is  still  a 


need  to  present  these  grammatical 
concepts  in  an  oral  context,  but  the 
students  have  gained  a  basic 
understanding  of  the  complexity  of 
French  grammar. 

In  dealing  with  such 
an  important  change  in 
our  curriculum,  we 
surely  have  to  engage  in  a 
thorough  evaluation  of 
our  first  year  of  biliteracy. 
In  our  desire  to  assess  the 
impact  of  the  biliterac)' 
programme  on  the 
students'  learning,  we  are 
currently  gathering  data 
on  our  three  core 
programmes: 
Mathematics;  English 
Language  Arts;  French. 
To  this  end,  all  the 
Grade  2,  4,  and  6 
students  (end  of  each 
Or'cle)  have  written  the 
Canadian  Test  of  Basic 
Skills.  These  standardized 
tests  will  allow  us  to 
gather  accurate  data  on  the 
performance  ol  our  students  in 
comparison  with  the  general  Canadian 
population.  As  well,  they  will  write  a 
French  mother  tongue  test  in  order  to 
compare  our  student  body  with  a 
group  of  francophones  from  Quebec. 
The  same  evaluation  tools  will  be  used 
over  the  next  six  years  in  order  to 
measure  the  progress  of  each  successive 
two  years  of  the  programme. 

At  the  end  of  this  year,  our 
pedagogical  days  will  provide  the 
teachers  some  time  for  reflection, 
exchange,  and  the  fine  tuning  of  our 
biliterac)'  programme.  This  pedagogical 
dialogue  is  fiandamental  to  our 
evolution,  and  the  expertise  of  reflective 
teachers  on  what  has  been  a  very 
interesting  first  biliterate  year,  will  be  at 
the  heart  of  our  discussion.

Six  of  seven  Selwyn  House  projects  bring  home  medals.

This 
was  a  good  opportunit)'  to  meet  the 
people  in  charge  of  the  fair,  and  to 
speak  with  scientists  who  were  seated  at 
each  table.  We  also  had  a  chance  to 
meet  our  competition,  and  to  find  out 
what  we  were  up  against.  We  then 
gathered  for  the  opening  ceremony 
where  we  heard  some  very  interesting 
speakers,  among  whom  was  Dr. 
Wainberg,  a  professor  who  shared  with 
us  his  interesting  facts  and  studies  from 
research  he  conducted  on  the  AIDS 
virus.  Later  that  day,  all  the  students 
presented  their  projects  to  the  public, 
most  ol  whom  were  curious  to  know 
more  about  the  projects,  and  did  not 
hesitate  to  ask  questions  about  them. 
Throughout  the  afternoon,  we  roamed 
around  the  gj'm  eyeing  the  great 
projects  put  together  by  students  like 
us. 


MARCH  15 

Monday  was  the  big  day.  To

On  the  whole,  the  judging  went 
well,  although  some  of  the  judges 
were  very  meticulous.  We  then  had  a 
brief  lunch  break  and  went  back  to 
our  displays  tor  more  public  viewing.

Tuesday  was  the  final  day  of  the  fair, 
and  was  spent  presenting  the  projects  to 
the  public  throughout  the  entire  day.

'.School     News 
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Math  Labs 

By  incorporating  a  traditionally  scientific  method,  one  teacher 
takes  steps  to  advance  the  search  for  the  best  teaching  and  learning  methods.

The  title  I  used  here  was  chosen 
by  my  Grade  8  student  Bobby  Chon 
and  his  partners  Chris  Chackal  and 
Stephane  Cote  for  their  math  poster, 
the  result  of  a  math  lab  activity.  A 
math  lab?  Sounds  interesting,  doesn't 
it?  Indeed,  it  not  only  sounds 
interesting,  but  was  really  fun  for  the 
students  to  do.  While  teaching 
volumes  and  surface  areas  of 
geometrical  shapes  such  as  prisms, 
cylinders,  and  cones,  I  thought  that  a 
lab  activity  would  be  a  good  note  on 
which  to  end  the  section.  Students 
were  asked  to  bring  in  a  bottle  (more 
specifically,  a  wine  bottle  for  its 
elegant  shape),  calculate  the  volume 
of  the  bottle  with  the  formulas  they 
learned,  and  then  compare  the 
theoretical  result  with  an 
experimental  result  obtained  by 
fining  the  bottle  with  water  and  then 
measuring  the  volume  with  a 
graduated  cylinder.  The  idea  of  a 


project  "mathematizing  with  a  wine 
bottle"  was  born. 

The  students  welcomed  the  idea 
enthusiastically  and  participated  in 
the  activity  with  excitement.  Yes,  it 
was  exciting!  Adding  to  the  intrigue 
was  the  shape  of  the  bottle  which  is 
much  more  intriguing  than  the 
models  they  had  seen.  It  is  not  just  a 
cylinder.  It  is  not  just  a  cone.  It  is  a 
big  cylinder  and  a  truncated  cone 
and  a  smaller  cylinder!  It  could  be 
even  more  complicated  if  the 
thickness  of  the  glass  was  taken  into 
account.  The  students  started  by 
dissecting  the  bottle  into  various 
ideal  shapes  for  which  they  have  a 
formula.  Some  went  for  simplicity  by 
making  many  assumptions.  Some 
went  for  detailed  analysis  by  cutting 
(on  paper)  the  bottle  into  many 
parts.  They  were  busy  drawing  and 
punching  their  calculators.  At  the 
end  of  one  period,  some  students 


were  already  running  in  and  out  for 
water  and  graduated  cylinders,  while 
the  others  realized  that  they  had  to 
go  back  to  their  text  book  to  find  the 
appropriate  formulas.  In  the  next 
period,  while  some  were  finishing 
their  calculations,  some  summed  up 
their  results  onto  a  poster.  It  was  rsvo 
periods  of  real  math,  real  learning, 
and  real  fun. 

It  was  a  successful  experiment, 
trying  to  teach  math  in  a  variety  of 
ways.  Similar,  on-going  experiments 
include  incorporating  computer 
math  labs,  poster  projects  and  peer 
conferences  into  the  math 
curriculum  of  Grades  7,  8  and  9. 
Selwyn  House  is  like  a  big  laboratory 
for  me,  and  my  colleagues  and 
students  are  my  lab  partners. 
Together  we  are  searching  for  the 
best  practices  in  both  teaching  and 
learning.

As  I  am  leaving  once  more  to  the  far 
west  and  Yosemite  I  must  include  the 
houses  of  my  childhood;  classic 
California  Spanish  Missionary 
architecture  in  William  Lumpkin's  La 
Casa  Adobe. 

Finally,  a  personal  Ferguson 
donation  to  the  Selwyn  House  Library; 
a  large  compendium  entitled  Native 
American  Architecture  by  Peter  Nabakov, 
which,  of  course,  includes  the  incense 
cedar  bark  dwellings  of  Yosemite 
Valley's  Ahwahneechee  Tribe.

The  activities  were  well- 
organized  and  completely 
worthwhile.  It  was  quite  the 
experience. 

The  night  before  we  left,  there 
was  an  all-night  dance,  from  1 1 
p.m.  to  4  a.m.,  at  which  time 
people  left  to  catch  planes.  The 
mood  was  universally  sentimental, 
and  everyone  left  in  a  haze  of  tears 
and  hugs.  It  was  an  amazing  sight. 
People  from  opposite  ends  of  a 
continent  who  had  been  complete 
strangers  five  days  previously  were 
now  friends  for  life.  It  brought 
youths  from  across  the  country 
together  in  a  way  probably  no  other 
thing  could.  I  left  with  a  greater 
knowledge  of  Canada  and  its  people, 
a  knowledge  I  value  greatly.

At  the  Queen's 
University  High  School  Debating 
Tournament,  last  year's  champions 
(Chris  and  Sam),  were  bettered  by  Alex 
and  Richard  who  met  with  the  same 
misformne  in  the  finals  as  they  did  at 
McGill  and  took  second  place  overall. 
The  impressive  junior  team  of  Adrian 
and  Stephane  clinched  fourth  place  in 
this  largely  senior  tournament,  with 
Stephane  coming  in  fifth  place  speaker 
overall.  Potentially  the  most  important 
tournament  of  the  year  for  the  Senior 
team  was  the  Senior  National  Debating 
Championships  in  Sydney,  Nova  Scotia. 
Placed  once  again  in  the  unfortunate 
position  of  having  to  knock  each  other 
out,  the  two  Senior  teams  met  head  on 
in  the  semi-finals.  Once  again,  Alex  and 
Richard  advanced  to  the  finals,  taking 
second  place  for  the  third  time  that  year. 
The  team  of  Chris  and  Sam  also  fared 
well,  placing  third  overall.  Individually, 
SHS  took  the  second,  fourth,  sixth  and 
eighth  place  spots  by  Chris,  Richard, 
Alex  and  Sam,  respectively.  The  last 
tournament  of  the  year,  the  Senior 
Provincial  Debating  Tournament, 
featured  a  new  team  in  Alex  and  Chris 
who  finally  placed  SHS  at  the  top  of  the 
list  by  winning  the  tournament,  with 
Chris  taking  first  place  individually, 
Richard  earning  second  and  Alex 
placing  fourth. 

The  fijture  of  SHS  Debating  rests 
with  the  junior  squad  and  they  did  not 


disappoint.  The  up  and  coming 
debating  phenomenon  of  Adrian  and 
Stephane,  both  in  Grade  9,  took  top 
honors  at  the  Sacred  Heart  Junior 
Debating  Tournament,  the  Junior 
Provincial  Debating  Tournament  and 
the  Canadian  Junior  National  Debating 
Championships.  They  also  placed  fourth 
at  the  Queen's  University  High  School 
Debating  Tournament  and  the  team  of 
Matthew  Hendy,  9A,  and  Chris  Bryson, 
9A,  took  fourth  at  the  Sacred  Heart 
Junior  Debating  Toirrnament. 
Individually,  Matthew  placed  fifdi  at 
Sacred  Heart;  Stephane  placed  fifth  at 
Queen's,  second  at  the  Junior  Provincials 
and  fiftJi  at  the  Jimior  Nadonals;  Adrian 
earned  first  place  speaker  at  the  Jimior 
Provincials  and  third  place  overall  at  the 
Junior  Nationals. 

SHS  did  extremely  well  in  almost  all 
the  tournaments  it  participated  in.  With 
the  departure  of  the  majority  of  the 
Senior  team  this  year,  SHS  Debating 
suffers  a  blow,  but  the  Junior  squad 
features  several  teams  that  have  the 
potenual  to  continue  to  bring  top 
honors  to  the  School  in  the  hiture.  The 
success  of  this  year's  debating  team  is 
due  in  large  part  to  the  knowledge, 
experience  and  patience  of  Liana  Palko, 
Selwyn  House's  phenomenal  debating 
coach,  and  SHS  Debating  thanks  her 
for  her  tireless  commitment.  The  School 
and  the  debating  team  also  hosted  the 
1 999  Canadian  Junior  National 
Debating  Championships,  organized  by 
Ms.  Palko,  which  was  a  great  experience 
for  debaters  around  Canada.  In 
retrospect,  it  has  been  a  momentous  year 
for  SHS  and  debating,  and  the  fiiture  is 
also  bright;  I  envision  the  very  same  for 
many  years  to  come.
